A few queries 
problem. 


In the late twenties and thir- 
ties coal miners were, with al- 
most no exceptions, little better 
than peons. They lived in a com- 
pany town, bought at a company 
store at marked-up prices, had a 
company doctor, company 
preacher and company law. With 
the coming of the New Deal, the 
pendulum began to swing the oth- 
er way. John L. Lewis earned 
the affection and loyalty of men, 
women and children rescued 
from wretchedness and degrada- 
tion of spirit which could be 
matched only in the cotton share- 
croppers’ cabins of the depres- 
sion years. 


It was dangerous to dig coal. 
The working conditions were 
harsh and unhealthy. Because 
this was true, the UMW stead- 
ily drove up the wage scale un- 
til it averaged better than $20 
per day. It is moot now to ar- 
gue that coal priced itself out 
of the market. 


Machines 


The machines came, and their 
output can, and does, compete. 
But fewer and fewer men are 
needed. And the mines, which 
were profitable only because mis- 
erably paid men worked in them, 
are closed. They have gone the 
way of the mule, the one-horse 
wagon and the farmer following 
a plow. None is able to compete. 


There is in the mining towns 
where distress and want have 
been daily companions for the 
past several years, a vague feel- 
ing that the UMW should some- 
how have done better with the 
problem. But there remains 
basic, the fierce affection for the 
union which lifted them out of 
misery in the 1930s. 


Associated with the UMW was, 
and is, District 50. It was set up 
by John L. Lewis to organize, if 
it could, any and all other 
plants in the mining areas. 

Those now wrestling with the 
un-American fact of hungry, job- 
less meh, women and children, 
say there are pajama, pants, 
shirt and dress factories which 
would come to the mining areas 
if they were not fearful they would 
soon be shut down by demands for 
wage scales paid in the mines. 
This, to the outsider, seems most 
unlikely. But local officials and 
citizens groups who are face to 
face with the desperate need of 
these people, insist it is a major 
obstacle. “You can’t pay $20 a 
day to make pajamas,” they 
say, ‘“‘so the plants won’t come.” 


Common Cause 


What many of these would 
like to see (and this includes 
some of the miners), is John L. 
Lewis joining in common cause 
with the two unions which dom- 
inate the garment-making indus- 
try, and which have excellent 
reputations for integrity and vis- 
ion. They think about the UMW 
setting aside a fund, and going 
to the garment unions and say- 
ing, “You go to some of your 
more enlightened producers with 
whom you have contracts and 
set up small union plants. Our 
fund will help with the planning. 
Educate the people to under- 
stand there are other unions 
than the UMW.” 


Whether this is the answer or 
not, the need remains. It is as- 
tonishing that the GOP congres- 
sional leadership, as revealed by 
leaders Halleck, Dirksen and 
Bridges, should be quibbling over 
semantics and playing politics 
with the issues. For the week end- 
ed Feb. 4, forty-three states re- 
ported substantial increases in 
the number of workers drawing 
jobless benefits. 

Minois, California, Ohio, Mich- 
igan and Kentucky showed the 
largest nt gains. In 
Kentucky’s famous “Bloody Har- 
lan” and “Bloody  Breathitt” 
counties, for example, half the 
population is in acute need of 
food, clothing and the satisfac- 
tion of a job. This was true 
months before the people voted.

Appropriations Act 
Now Up for Debate 


Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees have completed two weeks of 
hard study on the governor’s proposed 
budget and an appropriations bill. They 
have come up with a bill which differs in 
some detail from that proposed by the 
governor but which maintains most pro- 
grams intact. By reshuffling of figures, 
they have written into the bill a $250 pay 
raise for teachers. 


Part of the funds for the pay raise was 
to be obtained from so-called unused 
money in the capital allotments to the 
State School Building Authority. This 
yesterday was ruled illegal by Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook, settling that controversial 
item. But even with its removal, the bill 
as written would finance a $190 raise. 


On the whole, the appropriations bill 
appears to be sound and does not differ 
in broad objectives from that of the gov- 
ernor. Legislators are to be commended 
for their initiative and show of independ- 
ence. Detailed discussions of it may show 
up some weaknesses and ways in which 
it may be improved. We hope the gover- 
nor and the legislature can reach agree- 
ments on any points of difference. 


But the answer to improvement is 
not to be found in such proposals as that 
by Rep. Ebb Duncan to increase the sales 
tax to 4 per cent. A period when the 
econonry is so uncertain, even receding, 
is no time for a general tax increase. 


In the matter of teachers’ pay and 
adequately financing education, no long- 
term or permanent solution is possible 
until we face as a state the shame of beg- 
garly local participation. State support 
has multiplied 10 times over the past 18 
years; local effort has increased about 
four times. 

As long as communities which do 
their fair share are penalized for doing 
so, the state cannot begin to meet its to- 
tal bill. As long as we shirk the drastic 
need for tax equalization and reappraisal, 
just so long will we remain near the bot- 
tom of the heap. Yet Rep. Arthur Bolton’s 
bill to help counties reappraise languishes 
while legislators ponder a well which has 
about gone dry. 

Members of the Assembly and Geor- 
gians in general are face to face with 
some hard facts about the state’s fiscal 
future. They demand hard, tough think- 
ing on fundamentals. Obviously better 
budgeting and appropriations methods 
which preserve the integrity of both the 
legislative and executive branches are 
part of it.

Will Cities Be Relieved 
Of Paying Gas Taxes? 


We're in complete agreement with 
Mayor Car! Pruett of Griffin, president of 
the Georgia Municipal Assn., that two 
bills sponsored by the State Highway De- 
partment relieving the department of re- 
sponsibility for maintaining state roads 
within municipalities is “a breach of 
faith and confidence.” 


One would repeal a 1958 act which 
requires the department to spend within 
municipalities the same average amount 
it spends outside. The other would assume 
responsibility for maintenance within 
cities of 30,000 population and under but 
does not guarantee even this. Cities of 
more than 30,000 would be left high and 
dry. 

This is a rank breach of faith. The 
municipal association and many other 
groups supported the 100-million-dollar 
bond issue for maintenance proposal with 
full assurance from Highway Board 
Chairman Jim Gillis and Gov. Vandiver 
that state roads running through cities 
would be repaired, too. These bills pro- 
vide a method of welching on that prom- 
ise and it must be assumed that is their 
purpose for now as well as the future. 


Opponents of the bond issue charged

that it was a subterfuge to buy political 
favors on rural roads. These bills sustain 
their charges. If the state’s responsibility 
for maintaining state roads stops at city 
limits, then perhaps the responsibility of 
city dwellers to pay gasoline taxes for 
upkeep ends there, too. 

These discriminatory proposals are 
unjust and intolerable. Let them die in 
the committee where they now rest.

Nasser’s Turnabout May 


Indicate Soviet Backtire 


Egypt’s President Nasser is an old hand 
at fishing in troubled waters. Character- 
istically, he led some smaller nations in 
backing Russia’s support of Lumumba 
in the Congo. His United Arab Republic 
was a ringleader in hobbling the United 
Nations there. 


So it is big news now to find the 
United Arab Republic breaking with 
Russia’s Congo demand for withdrawal 
of U.N. forces. 


Instead the U.A.R. joined Ceyion and 
Liberia in sponsoring the reverse of Rus- 
sia’s idea. They called for increased use 
of U.N. measures to settle the mess. 

This turnabout indicates a backfire in 
Russia’s caterwauling effort to compound 
confusion in the Congo. It indicates the 
smaller nations may be genuinely fright- 
ened now by the Soviet maneuvers. Cer- 
tainly it strengthens the American posi- 
tion, which is to back the U.N. and shield 
the Congo from colonialist or Commu- 
nist designs while independent self-rule 
is being set up there.

That 
is, can a group of men in like endeavor 
band together for the benefits of collec- 
tive action, then refuse to act as a respon- 
sible collective and refuse to obey their 
own officials when it seems to them more 
beneficial?

'Khrushcher Can't 
Have It Both Ways 


WASHINGTON—Premier Khrushchev has al- 
most literally flung his other shoe at the United 
It landed in the middle of President 


Nations. 


Kennedy's efforts at “quiet diplomacy” to promote a truce in the 
cold war. Mr. Khrushchev must have reached one of two conclu- 
sions. Either he believes that he can make war on the United Nations 
and simultaneously make peace with the United States. 


Or, he finds the prospect of 
further anarchy in the Congo so 
tempting that he would immobi- 
lize the U.N. even at the risk of 
wrecking negotiations with Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

Kennedy and Ambassador Stev- 
enson have made it amply clear 
that Mr. K. can’t have it both 
ways. 

The rule-or-ruin ultimatum of 
the Soviets goes beyond anything 
which Khrushchev posed in his 
most riotous moments last Sep- 
tember. As before, the Soviets bel- 
ligerently demand that Dag Ham- 
marskjold be dismissed, that the 
position of secretary general be 
dissolved, that Moscow be given a 
veto over the functioning of the 
whole U.N. machinery in addi- 
tion to the veto over the Security 
Council. 

There is more. They demand 
that the U.N. mission in the Con- 
go be folded up immediately. And 
they suggest they may unilateral- 
ly send military assistance to try 
to unseat the Kasavubu govern- 
ment by aiding one of the provin- 
cial contenders, Antoine Gizenga, 
a pro-Communist Lumumba par- 
tisan. 

Such threats could turn the 
Congo into another Korea. But 
there is this difference which may 
be conclusive. This time the Unit- 
ed States is not informing the 


Communists that the Congo lies 
outside the defense perimeter we 
will defend. 


To the contrary, President Ken- 
nedy chose the alternative course. 
He rejected the policy of leaving 
the Soviet Union in doubt about 
what we vould do if the Soviets 
bring the cold war to the Congo. 
Kennedy chose the course which 
John Foster Dulles advocated and 
practiced: namely, to let the en- 
emy know in advance the con- 
sequences of his actions — this 
as the most likely means of de- 
terrent. 


Thus, at his press conference. 
President Kennedy stated sober- 
ly that unilateral Soviet interven- 
tion in the Congo would meet 
American resistance. 


The blunt truth is that Khrush- 
chev is trying to make the U.N. 
a tool of Soviet foreign policy. 

He was all for the U.N. mission 
in the Congo when the Congolese 
government was headed by pro- 
Soviet Premier Lumumba. He 
turned against the U.N. when 
Premier Lumumba was dismissed 
by President Kasavubu. 

The decision to retain the shield 
of the U.N. in the Congo is in the 
hands of the smaller nations. They 
are the majority. But if they throw 
it away, they will be the losers 
since this shield cannot easily be 
re-created.

The harsh question is this: How is the adminis- 
tration to refuse its support on African issues to old colonialist allies 
like Belgium and France without finally alienating—and also deeply 
injuring—these irreplaceable friends. 


Washington is wholly committed 
to anti-colonialism and to a sus- 
tained effort to make the United 
States a great friend of the 
emerging new African states. 
There is no intention whatever to 
weaken in this basic position— 
which means that most of the 
time we shall be voting against 
the old colonial powers. 

On the other hand, however, 
these old colonialist powers, like 
France and Belgium, are both 
traditional allies of the United 
States and still great and in- 
dispensable power centers. No 
man wants to lose them, totally 
and for good, or wishes to take 
against their vital interests ac- 
tions any more damaging than 
absolutely necessary. 

And there is moreover another 
very strong—and new—reason for 
concern to maintain the tradi- 
tional allied friendships. The 
present Soviet-incited turmoil in 
the United Nations—and in the 
Congo—has raised the clear pos- 
sibility of the destruction of the 
U.N. as a useful forum. 

If such a disaster should in 
fact come, the Western alliance, 
of which France and Belgium 
stand at the very heart, would 
be infinitely more vital even 
than now. That alliance — the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion — would become all that the 


free West had left in the world. 


Thus the dilemma before the

Kennedy policy makers: They are 
totally convinced that the United 
States cannot and should not be- 
come an apologist for colonial- 
ism, in Africa or elsewhere, even 
though our best friends are in- 
volved in colonialism. 


But some of them, at least, also 
see the other side of this diffi- 
cult coin. They are aware that 
the United States can hardly 
draw itself up into some proudly 
righteous posture and say nothing 
whatever but no, no, and no to 
its Atlantic Pact allies.

into the old and inadequate Cobb lockup charged with every crime on the books but to Johnny Quarles 
each is an individual and the Baptist lay preacher does not take it upon himself to curse and convict. 


The chief deputy was not a 
professional lawman until late 
in life. Perhaps that is the 
reason he is not so hardened 
as the criminals he catches. 

Some say he is simply a soft 
touch. 

Ask about this and Johnny 
Quaries smiles around a cigar 
and say: maybe this is so. Not 
a month gves by that half of 
his $465 paycheck doesn’t go to 
help those hurt by their close- 
ness to a criminal. 

“See these cigars. They cost 
me $25 this wet. No, they 
are not that expensive. A whole 
box doesn’t cost but $3.50. But 
as I bought them I was think- 
ing about the wite and chil- 
dren of a man I had just put 
away. In their house was a 
half sack of corn meal and 
three Irish potatoes.

I asked. “The doctor wouldn't 
take it ‘cause of the money 
we owed,” the mother told me. 
“You get it ready,’ I said, ‘I'll 
get a doctor to take it’.” The 
child had a. concussion: cost 
of the care was paid by 
Quarles. 


Seeing persons respond to 
kindness is the kicker in life 
to this deputy sheriff. ‘‘Say 
you save one. I can truly say 
that. We had a man in jail 
here who asked me to go see 
about his wife.

College Age Repeal 


Sen. Brown’s 


Limit Is Voted Unanimously

A Senate committee Monday unanimously approved 
a bill to remove the age limitations on applications to 
state-supported colleges and universities. 


Georgia's 
The limits, originally designed 

as a segregation measure, have 

been on the books since 1959. 


The present law bars persons 
over 21 from applying to under- 
graduate schools and persons over 
25 from graduate schools. 


STRONGLY CRITICIZED 


It has been severely criticized 
by educators since its enactment. 


The Senate Education Commit- 
tee approved Sen. Charlie Brown's 
proposal Monday without a dis- 
senting vote and considerable sup- 
port was reported in the House for 
the measure. 


SEEKS SPEEDY ACTION 


The law was enacted originally 
because all desegregation suits at 
that time in Georgia had been 
filed by persons above the 21 and 
25 year limits, but two 19-year- 
old Negroes now are attending 
the University of Georgia. 


Meanwhile Monday, Sen. Erwin 
Mitchell of Dalton dropped in the 
hopper a bill to cut down on the 
possible number of grants sought 
under Georgia’s recently enacted 
private school tuition grant pro- 
gram. 


CONDITION FOR GRANTS 


His bill would allow grants only 
when “there is no public school 
available.”” It also requires the 
State Board of Education to set 
minimum educational re quire 
ments for private schools at which 
grants could be used. 


Gov. Vandiver has opposed any 
amendments to ‘the tuition grant 
law at this session: He has indi- 
cated, however, that he might 
propose administrative limitations.

‘Georgians Shocked at Cuts’ 


Here is the text of Gov. Van- 
diver’s statement on the House 
Appropriations Committee’s 
substitute appropriations bill: 


After some three weeks of 
closed meetings in which neither 
the press of the State nor the 
public was admitted, the House 
of Representatives Appropriations’ 
Committee has now out 
a “substitute” Appropriations 
Bill. 

This substitute purports to con- 
tain authority for a 250 dollar 
per year salary raise for teachers, 
when in fact authority is only 
contained in the bill for a 190 dol- 
lar per year salary raise for 
teachers.

‘Emeritus Titles and Salaries 


For Officials Here Proposed 


Retired department heads of the Fulton County and Atlanta city 
governments could be designated as ‘‘emeritus’’ officers and paid 
salaries of up to $3,600 a year under two bills introduced Monday in 


the Georgia House. 


Also introduced was a bill cre- 
ating the position of “mayor 
emeritus” for Atlanta—a measure 
that would enable Mayor Harts- 
field to draw $6,000 annually 
should he choose not to run for 
reelection this year. 


That measure would fix the 
mayor’s retirement benefits by 
law; the other two bills would let 
the Atlanta aldermanic board and 
the Fulton County Commission de- 


cide whether to set up ‘“‘emeritus”’ 
positions for retired department 
chiefs. 


Candidates for “emeritus” po- 
sitions, however, would be re- 
stricted by law to department 
heads who retired last year or 
who will retire in future years. 


They also would have to be 
65 at time of retirement and to 
have ‘“‘been in active service” 
for 25 years, including at least 
eight as department head. 


of the present fiscal year a 500- 
thousand-dollar surplus were to 
be carried over by the Education 
Department, still, these amounts 
would not be sufficient to pay 
such a raise over a two-year 
period. 

Besides, bond authorities have 
advised me in the strongest pos- 
sible terms that use of bond re- 
serves in such circumstances not 
only would cost the taxpayers of 
Georgia 2 million dollars in in- 
creased interest over the terms of 
the School Building Authority 
Bonds, but would impair the cred- 
it standing of the state, which 
could only result in raising the 
over-all interest rate to the School 
Building Authority and other au- 
thorities.

All Georgians are shocked and 
dismayed at the cuts in the substi- 
tute bill which would have the 
effect of reducing monthly assist- 
ance checks now going to our 
aged, blind, dependent children, 
totally disabled, to aged citizens 
in nursing homes and to orphan 
children in foster homes. I cannot 
think of any group of people who 
deserve more, but who are re- 
ceiving less under the Appropri- 
ations’ Committee’s substitute 
bill. 


Training Schools Cut

In the capital improvements 
section, Kemper said $300,000 was 
sought to increase the size of the 
state training schools for boys 
and girls to meet an anticipated 
increase in their populations. 
WRECKS PROGRAM 

State Parks Director Charles A. 
Collier said the slash of $167,000 
for his department's budget 
would virtually wreck our pro- 
gram” during the next fiscal year. 


And if the cut goes into effect, 
he said, ‘‘we’ll be nothing but a 
bunch of caretakers next year.” 


Collier said most of the $167,000 
had' been ear-marked for improv- 
ing the facilities at state parks— 
largely building bathhouses at 
lakes and washhouse facilities at 
over-night camping areas.

The House flattened an effort 
Monday to allow future governors 
to succeed themselves for one 
term.

A total 
of 137 favorable votes would have 
been required for passage of the 
constitutional amendment. 

The Chattooga legislator said 
his bill should be passed because

“We haven't been so good in 
selecting our governors lately, 
and I don’t want a man to keep 
himself in office,’”” Howard said.

Fraud! Wholesale bribery of 
the Georgia legislature! 


The little soidier-statesman 
knew the rest of the story that 
the rest of the nation was just 
hearing in that winter of 1795. 
A year before, he had been of- 
fered 500,000 acres of land to 
lend his influence to four land 
companies attempting to cheat 
the state of Georgia out of the 
vast acreage lying between the 
Chattahoochee River and the 
Yazoo River (owned by the state 
at the time, but now flowing in 
the state of Mississippi.) 


Now the scheme had come to 
pass. The company lobbyists, load- 
ed with payola, had enticed the 
General Assembly at Augusta to 
sell them the tract for a paltry 
$500,000—or about a cent and a 
half an acre. 


MANY OFFERED BRIBES 


Assemblymen were offered — 
and many accepted—huge acre- 
ages running as high as 75,000 
acres, cash as high as $13,000, 
slaves, barrels of rice — anything 
to vote for the infamous scheme. 
Legislators prone to vote “no” 
were offered bribes to stay home 
on the day of balloting. 


Futhermore, it developed that 
every legislator who voted ‘‘aye”’ 
except one had been bribed and 
many of Georgia’s most promi- 
nent leaders were stockholders, 
too. 


Sen. Jackson felt Superior Court 
Judge James Wilson, Federal 
Judge Nathanael Pendleton and 
his colleague, U.S. Sen. James 
Gunn, were foremost in influenc- 
ing the legislature to approve the 
sale. Jackson accused Wilson of 
appearing in the Capitol lobby 
with ‘25,000 in his hand as ready 
cash payments” to the legislators. 


SENATOR KEPT PROMISE 


To a highly placed, but un- 
named, jurist who had attempted 
to bribe Jackson, the senator re- 
plied that the land belonged to 
the people of Georgia and “‘if the 
conspiracy succeeded, he for one 
would hold the sale void.”’ 


Jackson kept his promise. 


Always fighting fearlessly and 
furiously for any cause he es- 
poused, the 38-year-old man quit 
the Senate seat to which he long 
had aspired and returned to his 
home at Savannah, dedicated to 
wipe out forever the iniquitous 
Yazoo land fraud from the records 
of his adopted state. 


The move was the turning point 
in Jackson's turbulent career. At 
his plantation home, Cedar Hill, 
he could truthfully reflect that 
America began fulfilling his desire 
for great adventure almost from 
the day in 1772 he landed in Sa- 
vannah, a restless and cocky Dev- 
onshire lad of 15 exploring the 
new world. 


Domiciled in the home of 
John Wereat, a former neighbor 
and friend in England, the lad 
almost immediately was caught up 
in the liberty fever sweeping 
America. Tutored in the law of- 
fices of George Walton, he fled 
Savannah before the invading 
British with Col. Walton's forces 
by swimming a creek. 


“FIRST BOY” 


“When scarce 16 I warmly sup- 
ported the opposition to British 
measures and was the first boy 
in that state who bore arms 
against them,” Jackson, forever 
an egotist, boasted in his auto- 
biography. 


Although one historian says one 
of the youngster’s chief contri- 
butions to the Revolution was 
“impassioned eloquence,” he ap- 
parently did his share of heroic 
fighting at Augusta, Cowpens, 
Savannah and elsewhere, as his 
autobiography attests. In 1782, 
as a young lieutenant colonel, he 
was selected to lead the victorious 
return to Savannah and accept the 
British surrender. 


Three weeks later a grateful 
State Legislature gave him a 
house and town lot in Savannah 
for his revolutionary services and 
he began the practice of law, a 
profession at which he was to 
make an “ample fortune,”’ accord- 
ing to his own estimates. 

LAW PAID OFF 

His biographer, Dr. William 0. 
Foster, says he might have be- 
come one of America’s richest 
men had he stuck to law and 
agriculture. He quickly built a 
reputation as an animated lawyer 
with a flamboyant delivery, and 
he developed a string of lucra- 
tive rice and cotton plantations. 


But a burning political ambition 
led him to spend much time as 
Chatham County representative 
in the Legislature, and as an of- 
ficer in the state milita, mem- 
bership in which was a help in 
politics. He rose to the rank of

general in his fights with the 
restive Creek Indians. 


In 1788 the Legislature elected 
him governor, but he declined the 
honor on grounds of youth and 
inexperience. He apparently had 
his political eye on the new feder- 
al government, for a few months 
later, Feb. 9, 1789, he was elected 
to serve in the first Congress of 
the United States. 


VOICE SPIT FIRE 


The vehement young representa- 
tive threw himself into the prob- 
lems of the young nation. In a 


the House floor, the aristocratic 
young planter advocated demo- 
cratic simplicity in government. 


“His opposition to a high tariff, 
the excise tax, the establishment 
of inferior courts, the United 
States bank, and the assump- 
tion of debts shows that he was 
a states’ right man and a pioneer 
in opposing the Hamiltonian pro- 
gram as well as a leader in the 


formation of the Republican 
(Democratic) party,” Foster 
says. 


Indeed, according to Foster, 
Jackson deserves the honor of 
being the first Democrat in the 
House of Representatives for he 
anticipated James Madison in 
opposing the assumption of state 


DEFEATED BY GENERAL 


Despite his good record in the 
House, Jackson was defeated for 
reelection in 1791 by his old army 
commander, Gen. Anthony Wayne, 
and it was a bitter pill for 
the egotistical young man. Jack- 
son charged and proved cor- 
rupt election practices, and he 
led the House battle to have 
Wayne unseated. 


Jackson refused to run for the 
seat again (John Milledge was 
eventually elected), and he “‘re- 
tired’ to his legal, military and 
agricultural pursuits in Georgia. 
Friends kept his political ambi- 
tions aflame and elected him to 
the U.S. senate in December, 
1793. 


But he got to serve only a 
few months before the Yazoo 
story broke, and he was forced 
to put duty above personal ambi- 
tion and return to Georgia. 


More adventure awaited him 
there. 


Rallying the state’s outraged 
anti-Yazooists, whipping up their 
cries for reform to a fevered pitch, 
he led the. battle to turn out the 
faithless old Legislature and 
put new men in the assembly 
seats in the new Capitol at Louis- 
ville. He won his‘ old seat as 
Chatham County representative. 
He wrote a series of articles under 
the name of Sicilius. 


He worked with speed for he 
wanted the State Legislature to 
act before the federal govern- 
ment stepped into the case. 


RESCINDING ACT 


The Legislature did act, quick- 
ly passing the Yazoo Rescinding 
Act in early 1796. Jackson re- 
turned to Cedar Hill a hero, and 
found more turbulence awaited 
him there. Revengeful Yazoo 
promoters were bent on murder- 
ing him. He wrote a friend that 
one attempt had been made on 
his life ‘‘and they are all anxious 
to get me to duelling.”’ 


Jackson had already killed one 
man, Lt. Gov. George Wells, in 
the early 1780s for reasons not 
recorded. And he did not flinch 
before the threats, fighting four 
more duels (one with Gunn and 
three with Col. Robert Watkins) 
before he finally achieved his 
goal in 1798—the complete era- 
sure of the Yazoo fraud by new 
laws in the new state constitution. 


He was elected governor in the 
same year on the strength of 
his popularity, and he discovered 
he was leader of a _ political 
machine which evolved from his 
reform movement. And he per- 
petuated that machine by turn- 
ing over its leadership to two 
proteges, George M. Troup and 
William H. Crawford. From this 
beginning the Troup party was 
organized to hold power in 
Georgia for the next 30 years. 


Jackson returned to the Senate 
in 1801. Always cognizant of his 
great role in Georgia history, he 
turned his magnificent egotism 
into pettiness in 1803 when he 
wrote of his disappointment over 
the naming of the new capital 
city for John Milledge. He wrote 
that he thought his friend Milledge 
should have a county for a name- 
sake just as he had the county 
of Jackson. He said he thought 
the capital should be named 
Jacksonville instead of Milledge- 
ville. 


“God knows and they know that 
the whole business was done by 
myself,” he declared.

Jackson died in Washington on 
March 19, 1806. Some say he died 
of dropsy and others say he died 
of the old wounds inflicted in the 
Watkins duel. He was buried in 
Washington, but neither Georgia 
nor the United States forgot him. 


Not only a county, but also a 
town—the county seat of Butts— 
was named for him. The Valdosta 
chapter of the Daughters of the 


American Revolution bears his 
name. In 1806, the federal govern- 


ment built Fort Jackson near 
Savannah and turned it over to 
that city for a park in 1925 when 
it was abandoned as a fort. 


And hanging In the rotunda of 
the state capitol today is a life- 
size portrait of the gallant Jack- 
son, painted by one John Maien 
on a commission of the State 
Legislature in 1858.

To Colds, 
Doctors Told 


, There’s one absolute in deal- 
ing with the “common cold.” 
Dr. Peter H. Pastore, a profes- 
sor at the Medical College of 
Virginia, old physicians Monday 
at the Atlanta Graduate Medical 
Assembly: There is no known 
drug to cure a cold. 


Dr. Pastore, whose specialty 
is the ear, nose and throat, ap- 
peared four times during the 
opening day’s session at the Bilt- 
more Hotel. 


SIX VIRUSES ISOLATED 


Of the common cold he said, 
“There are an unknown number 
of viruses which cause a cold. 
Six have been isolated. When all 
—or most—have been identified, 
perhaps it may be possible to 
produce a preventative vaccine.”’ 


In his address on tonsils and 
adenoids, he stressed, ‘‘Most fail- 
ures of the tonsil-and-adenoidec- 
tomy to give relief from symp- 
toms are due to the fact that 
allergies in the same patient have 
been overlooked.” 


REDUCES COMPLICATIONS 


The physician said that a study 
has showed that while operations 
to remove tonsils and adenoids 
do not significantly cut down on 
colds and sore throats in grown 
patients, the operation reduces 
the number of complications of 
upper respiratory infections suf- 
fered by the patients. 


He said children most often 
have tonsils removed between 
three and seven years of age, 
and warned. “The size of the ton- 
sil is not the important thing— 
it’s the organism causing the in- 
fection and its virulence.”

LIFE OF A DOCENT 


Restoration of Eyesight 
Is Seen for 4 Georgians 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


When Carol, the blind Atlanta bride who is fight- 
ing for her sight, entered a local hospital Monday for 
her second operation, she was one of four Georgians 
scheduled for sight-restoration surgery. 


All four operations are planned 
for Tuesday. 


The patients include two in- 
fants, born blind. One is eight 
months old. The other, from a 
neighboring city, is two years 
old. Doctors report each has 
*‘an excellent chance” for per- 
fect vision as the result of sur- 
gery. 

THAT SAME DAY 


That same day, at the same 
hospital, a 26-year-old Atlanta 
man, blinded 16 years ago when 
a dynamite cap exploded in his 
face, will undergo an operation 
expected to restore his sight. 


Recent advancements in sur- 
gical techniques has made at 
least one of the operations possi- 
ble. Others, while not particu- 
larly rare, have just come to 
the attention of those affected. 
Fear of surgery and financial 
difficulties have caused others

Decisions to have the opera- 
tions were prompted by the suc- 
cess of Carol's initial operation, 
and her speedy recovery: from 
surgery. The young bride will 
have her second—and final— 
operation Tuesday morning. 


THREE OTHERS 


Personnel of the Georgia As- 
sociation of Workers for the 
Blind, local organization that ar- 
ranged the operations, report 
three other Georgians whose 
cases are currently being in- 
vestigated in the hope improved 
surgical technique will enable 
them to see. 


Among them is a 99-year-old 
woman who considered a sight- 
restoring operation some 10 
years ago. 


“But I decided then that I 
probably wouldn’t live much 
longer,”” she said. “So I forgot 
about it.. But now I’m likely to

Child’s Eyes Are Important Growth Factor 
And Mother’s Attention Sets Progress Pace 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


What is the cost of a mother’s 
convenience? 


More than a baby can afford 


today: His future good eye- 
sight. 
Dr. Amiel Franke of Wash- 


ington, D.C., who has conducted 
exhaustive research in the field 
of vision, with special emphasis 


First in a series. 
on correcting vision problems 
of children, underscored that 
point during a recent visit to 
Atlanta. 


Dr. Franke, who reported on 
new procedures for correcting 
vision problems other than by 
glasses or surgery at the South- 
eastern Congress of Optometry 
here this month, expressed par- 
ticular concern about preven- 
tive measures. 


Many mothers ban a baby to 
the playpen during the hectic 
hours of daily housework. If his 
activities are thus. curtailed 
too long, the experiences that 
teach him to see are also cur- 
tailed: is not given the 
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chance to fully develop his 
vision. 


“A child’s eyes are an impor- 
tant factor governing his 
growth and development, in- 
cluding his top intelligence po- 
tential,” Dr. Franke observed. 
“His ability to operate intelli- 
gently is determined by three 
factors: Basic intelligence, 
which is fixed at birth; his en- 
vironment, including home, 
school, education available to 
him, and his ability to com- 
municate.’’ 


HOW TO SEE 


Dr. Franke added that a 
child must first be taught how 
to see. He learns more through 
his eyes than all the rest of his 
body. How he sees can deter- 
mine how he will grow and de- 
velop in every area. How well 
he learns to use his eyes will 
determine the visual abilities 
which will carry him through 
his lifetime.” 


A child learns to see through 
experiences — every activity in 
which he participates helps him 
to learn to use his eyes. Such 
experiences provide the founda- 
tions that marks vision as the 


eyes at something. His crib 


and achievements’ throughout 
life. 
“When a child's activities, 


even in infancy, are limited,”’ 
Dr. Franke declared, ‘“‘his vis- 
ual growth and development is 
also limited.” 


A baby begins to develop vis- 
ual skills during the first weeks 
of life. His mother’s attentions 
can set the pace of his progress. 


SUGGESTIONS 
Dr. Franke and several other 
leading optometrists offered 


suggestions mothers can follow 
to increase their child's visual 
—and intellectual—capacities. 


Since scattered areas of light 
first come into baby’s range of 
sight and he begins to develop 
his skills of vision by looking at 
bright spots and shadows, moth- 
ers should provide diversified 
experiences in this field. There 
are several easy ways to ac- 
complish this for members of 
the crib clan: 


A dim light in the nursery 
at night will give the baby 
something to look at whenever 
he awakens, giving him the 
chance to learn to focus his

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should be placed at various posi- 
tions in the room, rather than 
allowed: to stand in the same 
spot at all times, prompting him 
to respond to light from vary- 
ing directions. 


The baby’s position in his 
crib should be changed fre- 
quently. He should be changed 
and fed from alternate sides, 
providing him the basic seeing 
experiences from different posi- 
tions. 


DISCOVERED MOTION 


By the time Junior is six 
weeks old, he’s discovered mo- 
tion, learned he can move his 
eyes without always moving his 
head. This is a skill destined 
to govern his ability to read and 
write. It is a skill Mother can 
help him develop. 


Talking to him from various 
places in the room gives the in- 
fant a familiar moving target to 
watch and follow. By doing so, 
he learns to associate dis- 
tances and directions, both in 
sight and hearing. 


Bright objects, moving objects 
now have his attention. This is 
another important, formative 
experience. Capitalize on it by 
hanging a nursery-type mobile 
in his room, six to eight feet 
away from the crib, but level 
with the rails, to remain in 
line with his gaze as he peers 
through the sides of his bed. 
Dr. Franke suggests the mobile 
be moved every two or three 
days to help channel the baby’s 
path of sight. 


“The slow movements of such 
objects,” he explained, “help 
the baby learn to keep his eyes 
directed toward the movement. 
He'll be further aided if he 
spends part of his time in dif- 
ferent rooms during the day. 
While he’s awake, he is pro- 
vided with more bright areas 
and objects to watch.” 


Now, the child progresses to 
eye-hand coordination: When he 
moves his hand, he can feel and 
see the movement. Still he needs 
Mother’s help for greater prog- 
ress.
